Subject. — AZZ India Council for Secondary Education . 

No. F.18-2/55-D.1. — The improvement and recons- 
truction of secondary education is perhaps the biggest 
educational programme facing the country to-day. 
While addressing the Central Advisory Board of Edu- 
cation at its last (22nd meeting), the Chairman (Minis- 
ter of Education) observed: 

"I think you will all agree that this (Secondary 
education) has till now been the weakest link 
in the Indian educational chain* It is yet in 
a sense decisive in determining the quality of 
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education both at -the elementary and the 
collegiate levels. Secondary schools supply 
teachers for elementary schools and students 
lor colleges and other institutions of higher 
learning, An unsatisfactory system of Secon- 
dary education undermines the entire system 
of education in the country.” 

The Commission appointed by the Government in 
Uctober, iudz to enquire into and report on the pre- 
sent position or Secondary education in India in all 
us aspects and to suggest measures for its reorganisa- 
tion ana improvement nas made a number of organisa- 
tional and otner recommendations on the bams of 
wmen a number of educational schemes directed to- 
wards me improvement of Secondary education have 
been drawn up and are now under implementation in 
collaboration with the State Governments. However, 
as me implementation oi tne Ministry's programme of 
reforming secondary education has progressed, many 
organisational, educational and administrative pro- 
blems nave been laentiiicd and the need tor setting up 
a small body ot experts to tackle these problems and 
to review from timel to time tne progress made in tins 
held nas become lnpreasmgly uigenc. Tne Govern- 
ment nave tnereiore dccideu to set up immediately an 
All India Council tor Seconaary Education to disenarge 
tne functions speemed below; — 

2. Functions. — (a) The Council will review the pro- 
gress of Secondary education throughout the country 
and serve as an expert body to advise the State and 
Central Governments about improvement and expan- 
sion of Secondary education m all its phase*. 

(b) It will examine and appraise proposals in this 
ben ail ret erred to it by tne government or men a tum 
tne State Governments ana assist in the implementa- 
tion of approved programme, 

(c) It will initiate proposals fur the improvement of 
Secondary eaucauon in tne lignt of tne experience 
gamea and witmn me ambit oi tne decisions umen by 
tne Government of [India from tune to time. 

(d) The Council may encourage research in pro- 
blems relating to Secondary Education in all ns 
aspects. 

(e) It may appoint ad hoc committees to assist it 
in me attainment of any ot its uujoe Lives. 

(f) The Council will take all necessary executive 
action in the matier ot deciding on me grants to be 
maue tu institutions participating m us projects ana 
maKing tunas available lor the purpose. 

3. (a) Government of India may from time to time 
maite grants to tne Ail maia Council for toeconaary 
Education on requests made by tne i^uuncil lor carry- 
ing out its functions ana activities as aioresaid. 

(b) The Council may, for the purpose of enabling it 
to discharge its rune Lions enicieimy or excicise ns 
powers, appoint suca number oi ouicers ana other em- 
ployees on such terms ana conditions oi service as may 
oe determined by it but not more nueiai than those 
• otammg in tne Government oi India lur similar um- 
cers subject to the general nnanciai limus in tne 
budget imposed by tne Central Government. 

(c) It will also maintain a nucleus of specialists in 
various rieias oi Secondary Education ana nius increase 
tnrougn membership ox ns yiaif me number oi inuian 
educationists wno nave nau experience in the analy- 
sis and solution of problems or becondary education 
•n an all-lnaia basip. 

4. Constitution^Tfie Council shall consist of; — 

(a) Chairman — Education Adviser to the Govern- 
ftient of India. 

(b) Additional Secretary, Ministry of Education. 

(c) Three members of the Central Advisory Hoard 
fcf Education, 

(d) Six members of the State Education Depart^ 
ftieniB. 

(e) Six educationists to be nominated by the 
Chairman* 

(f) One representative of the Principals of Training 
Colleges, 

(g) One member ^>f the All India Council of Tech- 
nical Education to bp nominated by the Council* 

(h) One member of the Inter-University Board 
(India) to be nominated by the Board from amongst 
thy representatives ol Universities in India. 


(i) One representative of the Community , Projects 
Administration. 

" The Head of the Secondary Education Division will 
act as Secretary to the Council. 

5. Tenure of Office . — The tenure of office of all non- 
official members nominated to the Council for the first 
time shall be 3 years reckoned from the first day of 
the first meeting of the Council and the term of office 
of all non- official members subsequently nominated 
shall be three years reckoned from appropriate anniver- 
sary of the day; provided that a member nominated 
under sub-clause (e), (g) and (h) above shall cease 
to be a member of the Council if he ceases to be mem- 
ber of the Central Advisory Board of Education, All 
India Council for Technical Education and Indian 
University Board as the case may be. The official 
members of the Council will continue until they are 
replaced by others. All casual vacancies among the 
members (other than ex-officio members) shall be 
filled by the authority or body who nominated the 
member whose place falls vacant and the person ap- 
pointed to a casual vacancy shall be a member of 
the Council for the residue of the term for which the 

erson whose place he Alls would have seen a mem- 
er. 

6. No proceedings of the Council shall be invalidat- 
ed merely by reason of the existence of a vacancy or 
vacancies among the members. 

7. It will submit annually a report of its work to 
the Central Advisory Board of Education through the 
Ministry of Education. 

8. This supersedes Ministry of Education Resolutions 
Nos. F.18-2/55-D.1 dated 2nd March, 1955 and 31st 
May, 1955.
